Corn advanced a little in price 


but is moving very largely so that last 
year's surplus may soon be marketed un- 
less the new crop turns out better than 
many now expect 
Cotton has declined 


an eighth because of the estimate promis- 
ing the largest crop ever grown, but the 
goods market is decidedly Improving and 
some large mills, after a few week's sus- 
pension, have resumed work. Other farm 
products are doing well also, but wheat 
has advanced about 11 B 8 cents for the 
week on actual transactions, which were 
heavy purchases for export. The official 
estimate of the yield is entirely disregard- 
ed except as to the admission that the 
crop will be larger than that of last year 
and it is commonly assumed that the 
yield will be 550,000,000 bushels or more, 
though recent reports of injury indicate a 
possibility of a somewhat smaller outcome 
and have bel ped the advance in prices. 
Western receipts for the week were 8,846,- 
000 bushels, against 3 976,000 bushels 
last year, while those from the Atlantic 
are double last year's, 8,705,000 bushels 
agninst 1,808,000 last year. It is well to 
notice that corn exports ccntlnne more 
than double last y.ora; also in tbreo 
weeks 8,517,000 bushels against 4,119,000 
last year. 


"The iron and steel industry is pushing 


forward lu spite of the still unsettled 
strike of the bituminous coal miners 
The enormous purchases of ore at Cleve- 
land and also of billets at Pltt°burg, show 
the confidence in the fataru. Many ad 
ditlonal establishments began work dar- 
ing the past week and while no material 
change In prices has occurred, reports in- 
dionte fewer concessions to secure business 
and a much steadier tone. Sales of ore at 
Cleveland amounted in two weeks to 100, • 
000 or 500,000 tons and of billets sales 
pie reported ut Pittsburg to have been in 
three weeks 300,000 tons. Tin is firmer 
with full consumption and there is a 
larger business in copper, several million 
pounds having been taken for export, 
laising the price of lake to 11^. 


Bradgtreet'g Report. 


New York, Aug. 21.—Bradstreet's to 


day says: "Special telegrams from trade 
centers throughout the country emphasize 
the growing prosperity of the farmer, due 
to higher prices for almost all agricultural 
produce still In bis bands and point to a 
continuation of the demand which has 
been conspicuous within the past few 
weeks. No snob volume of business, 
largely in antiJlpation of requirements, 
has been reported since '93. larger tran- 
sactions have taken place in dry goods. 
Prices for staples continue faowable. 
Hides also are firmer and higher. 


"Ginghams have advanced K while 


cotton mills are starting np and jobbers 
in woolen goods are getting higher prices 
for spring delivery] There have been a 
large number of resumptions among the 
iron and steel concerns this week. Besse 
mer pig is 35 cents higher and the outlook 
is for improvement. Sugars, cotton, print 
cloths, wool and petroleum are firm and 
unchanged, while coffee, almost alone 
among the staples, Is lower than last 
week. 


"Kiports of wheat from both oqasts of 


the United States and Montreal this week 


were largest in any week since Septem 
her, 1893. amounting to 5,318,000 bushel 
as compared to 3,091,000 for the sam 
week a year ago. 


"Exports of Indian corn this week are 


also exceptionally heavy, amounting fa 
3,932,000 bushels as compared with 3,769, 
000 for the came week a year ago." 


Enormous Gain in Bank Clearings.

bank clearing of the principal cities of the 
United States for the week to be $1,139- 
783,615, an incease of 40.3 per centos 
compared with the corresponding week 
ef last year.

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CARE OF THE PIANO. 


Jt Should Not Be Left Open »r IB H. 


Damp Room. 


Try, for the sake of the pianoforte as 


-as well as for any musician, who may 
be used to play upon it, to have it tuned 
Wt least once in two months. 
JThe 


strings must be kept at their proper 
tension, and if they are allowed to drop, 
as it is called, from the proper pitch it is 
difficult to screw them back and make 
4hem stay. 


Pianofortes should not be kept open 


•either, for dusfis just as injurious as 
•dampness, and, in fact, the air is al- 
ways an enemy to the great mass oi 
sensitive springs—the nerves of the in* 
Rtrument. It should be placed in a drj 
room, quite away from possible drafts 
.and not too near a fire. Heat not only 
•tends to warp and crack the case, which, 
being highly inflammable, is apt to ig- 
nite, but any increase or decrease oi 
temperature affects the strings and 
brings them out of tune, exactly asdoes 
excessive dryness or excessive mois- 
ture. 


An upright pianoforte sounds bettei 


If placed about two Inches from the 
•wall, and sometimes it is an improve- 
ment if it is allowed to rest upon glass 
blocks. A grand pianoforte 
should 


•stand Tvith its curved side to the room 
and its plain side next to the 
wall

When the moon is between 
the earth and sun, or when the eartl' 
is between the moon and sun, or, twice 
a month, great force is brougivt to bear 
upon the earth's crust. Where there 
have been recent slight changes from 
cooling1 and shrinking, the effect is feV 
most, and earthquakes result. At least 
this is the theory just brought beforf 
the Eoyal society of London. The same 
investigation shows thait tJiere are more 
earthquakes when the moon is in peri 
gee at its nearest point to our globe 
The earthquake predictions of Prof 
Falb, of Vienna, which have so often 
been, fulfilled in a startling manner, are 
based on the influence of the moon 
The fact that some of his predictions 
have also failed shows that other coil' 
ditions must also be favorable. Deli- 
cate instruments invented within the 
past few years show that slight tremors 
are constantly passing cier the earth 
doubtless due to the- influence of the 
strain undergone through the attrac- 
tion of the sun and moon.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean,. 


MEMORY PRODDER. 


Orators Can Now Curry Notca Inal 


of Their Spectacle*. 


The public speaker can now see in his 


spectacles what he is to tell his audieneo 
—at least, an invention to accomplish 
this has been made, and the inventor is 
Prof. Emory C. Chenoweth, a principal 
of a public school at Whitehall, Bclti- 
mo-re county, Md. 


It consists of a double pair of specta- 


cles. Between tne two sets is a pair of 
tiny rollers, upon which winds a scroll 
of paper, containing, in minute manu- 
script form, the speaker's notes on the. 
subject which he is> to discuss. The first 
pair of glasses sufficiently magnifies 
the handwriting to moke it distinct to 
the speaker's eyes, 


By the aid of a thumbscrew the roll' 


ers may be thrown, to the right, so that 
they will not be perceptible to the eye 
at all. This same screw enables the 
speaker to turn the rollers at will, as his 
remarks progress, and the motion will 
be no more indicative of its real purpose 
than the habit which so many persons 
who wear spectacles have of putting 
their hand to the bow every moment or 
two. 


The Inner frame has the. general ap- 


pearance of a pair of spectacles, having 
the usual nose piece. One of the lenses 
is of any glass normally suited to the 
eye of the speaker. The other is a con>

position, the lower portion consisting"01 
a magnifying glass, so focused that the 
bmallest print or handwriting can be 
read easily at a distance of half an 
inch. 


Supported upon the inner frame is 


the outer frame, and it is upon this 
outer frame that the memorandum 
sheets are supported. 


The magnifying lens in the inner 


frame of cour.ie permits the' notes to be 
written in small letters, thus economiz- 
ing space, while the colored lenses in 
Hie outer frame present the memoran- 
dum holder or rollers from being seen 
by the audience. 


MODERN BUILDINGS. 


Some of the Latest Improvements In 


the Science of Conntmctioii. 


Since the advent of tall building's it 


nas been, found necessary tn make mew 
combinations of iron and concrete, giv- 
ing the greatest amount of space i\ ith 
least weight, smallest amount of wail 
ipace, greatest amount of window 
ipace. A two-inch inner wall of con- 
crete and steel is now as strong as 
the old nine-moli wall of brick. The 
'expanded metal" system is the latest 
improvement in the science of construc- 
rion, A sheet of steel is put into the 
expanding machinej—a device which 
constitutes the patent. 
It is then

HARDER THAN DIAMONDS. 


Ifew Susbatance Recently Discovered 


by D French Scientist. 


The new substance, harder than the 


diamond, invented by the 
French 


savant, Moissan, is said to be a com- 
pound of carbon with the metal titani- 
um. It is thought that it may be use< 
in cutting diamonds, and may revolu 
tionize many industi ies where abra 
gives are employed. Ti.r inventor hopes 
to obtain the prize of $11, WO offered "by 
the French academy for t. ™bstane? 
to take; the place of diamond^ in drills 
These diamonds have been of the black 
find brown variety, not gems, and have 
been known as "bort." 
The larges 


piece ever discovered was found ii 
Brazil two years ago, and weighed 3, 
073 'carats. The lump was worth $120, 
000. 
About 50,000 carats have been ex 


ported from Bahia each year. It haf 
been used around the edges of the large 
circular saws for cutting huge slabs 
of stone. The new compound will be 
cheap, and, as it is harder than the 
diamond, can do better work. It mnj 
be employed as a substitute for jewels 
in watches, and for glass cutting.. In 
its physical properties, titanium is like 
iron, though it is only about half as 
heavy. 
Chemically, it resembles tin 


Rutile is an oxide of titanium, and is 
used to color artificial teeth. The meta! 
has no other use. It is found in Penn 
sylvania, and is worth four dollars per 
pound. There is no titanium on the 
market in a metallic state, it is a com- 
mon impurity in iron ores, and ren 
uers them refractory. Millions of tons 
in New York and Virginia are made 
worthless by the presence of flve 01 
six per cent, of titanium. Mr. Moissan 
manufactured small diamonds in the 
same furnace in which he first pro- 
duced carbide of titanium.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 


RIDING THROUGH AIR. 


Pecnliar Trolley Line planned by an 


English Inventor. 


Richard Dix, of London, has invcntec 


a plan, which, if carried out successful- 
ly, will enable people to travel in cars 
suspended high albove the earth, im- 
pelled by compressed air. The coaches 
will be pendent from an overhead iron 
tube, through which compressed air 
will be forced from a central power 
station. 
There are openings at the 


ends of each section of the tube, elosec 
by valves. The tube is open at its un- 
der side from end to end, providing foi 
the passage of a pair of pendent plates 
from which the car is suspended, anc 
is supported, at intervals, by posts. 
The plates depend from trolleys, within 
the tube, each carrying a piston. At 
their periphery the plates ore provid- 
ed with an elastic packing, which 
makes an air-tight joint with the tube 
The longitudinal opening in the tube 
is covered by an elastic valve, in the 
face of which is a strip of steel. The 
pendent plates have lateral flanges, 
which at the forward end of the trol 
ley lift the elastic valve from its seat 
to open a passage for the trolley plates. 
The compressed air is pumped into re- 
ceivers and connected to the perma 
nent way tube by pipes and caps. A 
small high-pressure pipe supplies air 
to the back of the piston and forces 
forward the carriage. At the June 
tion of sections the tube will be open 
to the atmosphere, and the impetus 
given to the trolley will suffice, when 
desired, to pass the carriage from one 
section to another, and the car will go 
on without intermission. 


NEW SUBMARINE, SHELL, 


It la Very Destructive and Can Be 


Murte at Low Cost. 


Dr. H. B. Johnstone has invented a 


submarine shell which is to be submit- 
ted to tests Iby the navy department 
that will decide as to its ultimate 
adoption by the government, to which 
the doctor intends to present drawings 
of his invention. He will leave it en- 
tirely with congress to decide whether 
his services will be recognized by any 
compensation. He will not sell it to 
any foreign government, but will ghe 
Cuba the use of it in the war against 
Spain. Other shells explode by concus- 
sion, and if they fall ever so little short 
of the mark they sink useless, and 
hundreds of dollars are wasted. With 
the Johnstone torpedo, the shell ex- 
plodes as soon as water touches the 
hemical of the peculiar cartridge, and 
the dynamite which it contains will 
;ause a destructive explosion, which 
will reach a vessel within several hun- 
dred yards. It can as well be dropped 
from a balloon as fired from a gun. 
The cartridge can be so timed as to 
explode at any desired depth from one 
inch to fifteen feet below the water 
line. While the cost of torpedoes now 
in use is great, the Johnstone can be 
manufactured at small expense from 
glass, iron or cast steel, in any shape 
desired. It may be fired from a pneu- 
matic gun, and a tiny tug carrying a 
cargo of these shells could, if they are 
all that is claimed, exterminate the 
fleets of the world. The ingredients 
are all secret, which will only be made 
cnown to the government upon its ac* 
ceptance of the shell. 


Beatlnir by Electricity. 


It can hardly be generally realized, as 


yet, how much heating is done by elec- 
tricity. The shoemaking industry em- 
ploys it. 
Silk-finishing rolls and 


leather-working machinery are heated 
by it. During the post 18 months 14,00a 
leetric car heaters have been installed. 
Blank-book 
manufacturers, 
starch- 


makers and piano factories are using 
ilectric heat, large clothing houses do 
:heir work in certain departments by 
electric irons. Such irons have been 
supplied to state asylums in Michigan, 
[ndiana; Wisconsin, Illinois, New York, 
Massachusetts, Maine and Maryland. 
Electric heaters are found useful in 
many homes. Two combined New York 
hotels ordered 387 electric-heated curi- 
ng-iron sets. Seventy-two sets were 
ordered by a Boston hotel, and a large 
number for line steamers crossing th« 
Atlantic.

Startling Facts Developed by t 


Enumeration lately Compiled. 
The general results of the Russian 


census taking are now known. The, 
present no specially startling1 facts 
"but some of decided interest. Thej 
show Ilussia to be, as it was of course 
know n to be, by far the most populous 
country in Europe. Vet it is not sopopu 
lous lib to overbalance all the rest o 
the continent, nor even a combination 
of three or four other states. The no- 
tion that Itussia is so g^reat 171 popula 
tion and resources as to menace thj 
remainder of Europe with Cossack rule 
3s seen to be an unsubstantial dream 
The population of Eussia proper is a 
trifle more than 94,000,000. 
That is 


little mare than thflt of Germany ant 
Austria-Hungary, find much less tian 
that of Great Britain, Prance and Ger 
many. If we add the 9,400,000 of Po- 
land, the 9,700,000 of Caucasia and the 
2,500.000 of Finland, the total is stil 
r.inch loss than that of Great Britain 
France nnd German}-, or of the triple 
alliance states. The entire empire, in- 
cluding- the 5,700,000 of Siberiaand Sag- 
halien, the 3,400,000 of the Steppes, the 
4,200,000 of Central \sia and the few 
thousands settled in Khiva and Bok- 
hara, foots up a grand total of 129,211,- 
113. That is enormous. But it does no1 
nearly equal that of th e other five greal 
pow ers. of Europe, or that of any f our ol 
them, while if, instead, of numbers, 
quality be considered, the 
inferiority 


of Jlussia is- much more marked. 


Comparing these fignres with those 


of the not very authentic census of 1851 
it is seen that the population of the em 
jpire has about doubled within 50 years. 
The total in 1831 was 05,743,730. Leav- 
ing out Central Asia, which has been 
acquired since 1851, it is to be observed 
that the population of the steppes, of 
Siberia and of Caucasia has consider- 
ably more than doubled, that of Poland 
has somewhat less than doubled, and 
that of European Russia and Finland 
has much less than doubled. Hussia ie, 
therefore, increasing as an Asiatic more 
than as a European power. The popu- 
lation is chief!j- rural, despite a marked 
growth of towns and cities in. recent 
years. There is only onecity, St. Peters- 
burg-, with over 1,000,000 inhabitants; 
only n\o others, Moscow and Warsaw, 
with more than 500,000; only three 
others with over 250,000, and onJy 13 
more with over 100,000 each. Those be- 
tween 100,000 and 50,000 number 35 and 
between 50.000 and 25,000 69. The popu- 
lation is most dense, or least sparse, in 
Poland, there amounting- to more than 
30 to the square mile. This is a thin 
and scattered population compared 
with other countries. In European Eus- 
sia proper it is only eig-ht and in Cau- 
casia 8.6 to th© square mile. Nowhere 
else in the empire is itas much as seven, 
and in the empire as a whole it is only 
2-5 to the square mile. Women are 
more numerous than men by nearly 
three per cent, in European Russia and 
Finland, and men are the more numer- 
ous elsewhere. In <he empire as a 
•"hole the two sexes exactly balance.— 
X. Y. Tribune.

MINE WORKERS WIN. 


Walking and Striking Miners Are 


Discouraged—Some Gone and 


Others Beady to Go Home. 


LOOKS LIKE THE FIGHT IS OVER. 


More Old Men Resume Work at Both 


Shafts This Morning—Strikers 


Out Making Their Last 


Appeals. 


To all appearances, after a week of per- 


suasion and figuring on the part of tbe 
visiting strikers from Springfield and 
otber points to get tbe Deoatnr miners to 
give up tbelr jobs and quit work just as 
winter is as band, tbe mission of the 
strikers has oome to naught. They did 
get a few men to listen tj them and some 
quit, but now It is known that a num 
ber of tbose men have realized that tbey 
bave made a serious mistake, In or- 
der to save themselves bave returned 
to work; A number went down yester- 
day morning at both shafts, and morj re- 
turned this morning. It is plain that 
Instead of gaming ground the strikers 
have been playing a losing game stnoo tbe 
middle of tbe week. It is understood 
that many of tbe campers now here are 
ready to go home. Many have already 
gone, tbose from Pana and those from 
Lincoln, and there is unrest among the 
Springfield and Blverton men. 
Besides 


word comes from Springfield that tbe peo- 
ple are not putting up as generously as 
deelred for tbe relief of the families of tbe 
striking miners, who are now uneasy as 
to tbe future. Tbey bad expected Spring- 
field people to go on putting up donations 
of cash and food for tbe families, but 
there has been a sudden stoppage of sup- 
plies at borne. The miners thought tbey 
bad it all fixed for a long siege In Deca- 
tur. 
If Springfield people would take 


care of tbe families, Deoatnr would be 
held rip to sea that ^tbe strikers did not 
starve. That would make It dead easy 
for the families and tbe absent stilkers 
But since Springfield has stopped patting 
up in a satisfactory manner tbe state ol 
affairs is a cause of worry. Contractions 
from Decatur people for tbe support of 
tbe large body of idle men at Camp Con- 
ard are not large but they seem to be suffl 
olcnt. 


Tbe leaders saw yesterday tbat tbey 


would bave to do something out of tbe 
usual order if they would keep tbe men 
much longer in Decatur, and so tbey ar 
ranged for a muss meeting to to held 
Sunday afternoon at tbe Dougherty ball, 
and sent away to Bloomington to get a 
new speaker in the pel son of a Mr. Leo- 
nlng. This act Is regarded by tbe people 
who are watching tbo situation closely as 
an evidence of weakness on the part of tbe 
leaders. It was supposd tbat the men 
who came here from Springfield were tbe 
cream of the orators among the strikers 
and tbat If tbey could only get a chance 
to make some speeches the fight would 
soon be over with both Deoatur mines 
shut down for an indefinite period. 
Tbe 


ball was secured and the orators bave bad 
full swing for a week, and still a large 
majority of tbe Decatur miners are at 
work, with some of tbe men who went 
out Saturday and Monday returning to 
their job?. 
This is just what has hap- 


pened, and it means, if it means any 
thing at all, tbat tbo strikers bave already 
lout tbe fight, and that tbey might as well 
go home and not waste any more time 'n 
this community. Every day tbe Spring 
field men stay here tbey are tbat ranch 
further removed from getting their jobs 
back. The Pana and Lincoln men looked 
at tbe situation tbat way and tbey wise 
]y concluded to pull out. Of course tbey 
did not bave affairs so nicely arranged as 
bad tbe Springfield crowd as to providing 
fcr tbelr families and getting fodder for 
themselves. But the Lincoln men pub 
licly announced Monday evening tbat tbey 
would not have anything to do with the 
scheme of begging Deoatnr people to pnt 
up fof them, tbat tbey could get all tbey 
need from home. Pana strikers took the 
Same position, but very little came from 
either town for the relief of tbe camping 
strikers. Tbe different divisions occupied 
different camps. Tbe several leaders were 
somewhat jealous of e-ch otber and the 
men would not mix, consequently while 
all were strikers working for wbat they 
believed to be tbe right thing, tbey could 
not agree, especially, since tbe Deoatur 
papers and tbe officers gave all promi- 
nence to tbe Springfield and Kiverton 
leaders. Tbey thought tbat there were 
otber strike leader pebbles on the beach 
besides tbe 
Springfield 
fellows 
and 


tbey grew weary of standing arounil short 
of attention and dally conferences. 
As a 


matter of fact tbe f ana and Lincoln dele- 
gations bave not cut mncb of a figure In 
tbe "flgbt" at any stage of tbe game. 
Tbe principal thing they did was to estab 
liab "CampStarvation" and camp on the 
place of Mr. ljUoffett. 


At the MJnen. 


There was no trouble at all In tbo viol n- 


ity of the two Decatur mines this morn- 
Ing. The strkera were oat again, but not 
In as large numbers as on yesterday morn- 
Ing. Tbe were discreetly further away 
[rom tbe mines than yesterday, hut about 
all tbey attempted to do was to Invite the 


Decatur miners to attend a meeting to be 
held Sunday afternoon" at tbe Dougherty 
ball. Some of tbe men just smiled a» 
they were stopped to hear tbe Invitation. 
Tbey bad beard of all tbe otber meet 
Ings but as tbey bad refused to go it IB 
presumed that very few If any of the 
faltbfnl men who will continue to know 
their business will go near tbe meeting. 
Officers were In the vlclulty of the shafts 
for anty in case tbey were needed, but 
there was no call for the police to do any- 
thing and as soon as the men went down 
tbe coal began coming up In largo quanti- 
ties. Business was brisk all day. To- 
night the men will get their pay. The 
pay roll will show tbe exact number of 
men who bave been out all week. Those 
who returned after going out Saturday 
and during the week will not be known 
as strikers. 
They may have stopped for a 


few days to rest or to visit friends or to 
feel around and sea how the people lelt 
about tac strike business, and learning 
tbat most people regard" the strikers as 
unwise In tbelr course astbere Is no griev- 
ance in Decatnr, with the old 1894 strike 
over a--aln, concluded tbat tbe best thing 
they oinlfl do would be to go back to 
work. 
The Mlsntlo Miner*. 


It It expected tbat nearly all of tbe 


atrlklrg miners will return to work at 
Nlantlo on Monday. Tbey did net make 
a straight out strike. Tbey quit with a 
condition. Tbat was that they would 
stop work If the Deoatur miners would. 
Tbe Deoatur miners bave not stopped 
work and coal Is being lifted dally in am- 
ple quantities. Mt. PulaskI miners made 
tbe same condition. It is probable tbat 
business at tbat mine will be resumed in 
a few days. 


Gave Them the Laugh. 


Two miners from tbe new shaft were 


seen last evening on tbelr way bume. 
They talked freely as to tbe situation. 
Both said that the people need 
not 


be worried about tbe Deoatur miners quit' 
ting-that all would remain at work. "It 
is tbe 1894 strike over again," said one of 
tbe miners, "and we aie not going to be 
fooled like we were tben, for you know 
tbat while all tbe Deoatur men were out 
tbat time tbe Pana miners remained at 
work, and when some uf us lest our jobs 
because we quit some ot tbe Pana men 
came here and took our places. They 
can't catch us again. 
You can bet that 


tbe new shaft men will stick together to 
tbe last 
We don't care bow many meet 


logs tbey bave. We don't want to bear 
talk. So ne of the strikers bave asked me 
to quit. 
I just laugh at them and tell 


them tbat the best thing tbey can do Is to 
go nome and look after their wives and 
children and tbeir jobs. I think this Is 
the best advice I can give tbe fellows. 
A grocer told me tbe otber evening tbat 
tbe committee had come to him for a do 
nation to feed tbe visiting strikers. Ho 
refused to cough up 
But be said th°t if 


tbey wanted something to go homo,on he 
would give as much as anybody elee." 
Tbe otber man said be was not worrying 
about the presence of tbe strikers. He 
bad heard all of tbe speeches that were 
made at tbe tabernacle on Sunday. He 
did not consider tbat any good reasons 
bad been advanced why be sbruld quit 
work and consequently be bad remained 
at work, tie thought tbe visitors would 
get tired pretty soon and go home. 


It la stated by another miner that tbe 


strikers bave bad a pretty soft thing 
camping out for the summer without a 
penny of cost to any of them. And while 
tbey arc here doing nothing but consum- 
ing, things and trying to make trouble for 
men who have no complaint and want to 
bold on to tbelr jobs, tbelr families bave 
been oared for by donations pecured at 
Springfield. "Suppose" he added, "that 
all working men quit and went camping 
out that way, bow lung would tbe people 
stand it?" 


Unrest at Springfield. 


All Is not serene nor dead certain at 


Springfield. 
Yesterday morning a num- 


ber of miners who were tired lemainlna 
Idle attempted to return to work at the 
Black Diamond mine. Tbo strikers were 
there In force and headed off the men and 
prevented them from reaching the mine 
It Is evvldent tbat there Is need of official 
help at tbe 6 to to capital or a greater 
amount of persaslon.

''Notice to Miners—All miners refusing 


to load coal for the local trade from and 
after tbla date Are hereby discharged, and 
notified to remove tbelr tools from tbe 
mine at once, otherwise tbe tools will be 
placed on top by company men. 


"A. J. Combs, Superintendent" 


The miners offered to load for local 


trade provided tbe company would era- 
ploy only union men, and provided, also, 
tbe company would agree to forfeit $100 
for every fiat oar tbey load. This propo 
sltlon was declined, and Superintendent 
Combs say* coal will be hoisted tomorrow 
for local uif, and tbe company will guar- 
antee all men who work tbe fullest pro- 
tection.
